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Council tables opting out of 
emergency sick leave act

At the end of an hour-long discussion 
during a zoom teleconference on Monday, 
the Belleville City Council voted 
unanimously to table a proposal to opt out 
of the Emergency Paid Sick Leave Act for 
police officers and fire fighters. 

The special meeting was called by interim 
city manager Tracey Schultz Kobylarz who 
said city attorney Steve Hitchcock told her 
if the city doesn’t opt out of the paid leave 
entitlements under the federal Families 
First Coronavirus Response Act, it will be 
considered as opting in. 

She said the Emergency Paid Sick Leave 
Act poses a severe threat to the health 
of the public by creating critically low 
staffing levels for the police department 
and fire department. 

Kobylarz said most of the municipalities 
in Wayne County have opted out and the 
only one not out is City of Dearborn. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said Northville 
or Northville Township are not out and 
neither is Dearborn Heights. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said Van Buren 
Township Fire Chief Dave McInally didn't 


City of Belleville to 
distribute free masks to 
residents on Friday 


The City of Belleville has received 
several donations of disposable and 
reusable masks and will be making them 
available to city residents between 11 a.m. 
and 3 p.m. on Friday, April 17. 

Residents are invited to come to the 
Police Department at City Hall to pick up 
their masks. 

Interim City Manager Tracy Schultz 
Kobylarz said a very generous donor made 
the masks available. She said those coming 
should do social distancing. 
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know anything about it. 

Mayor Conley asked about Sumpter 
Township and Councilman Voigt said 
he talked to Public Safety Director Eric 
Luke and he didn't know anything about 
it. Neither does Huron Township, Voigt 
added. 

Under the Act, which is in effect through 
Dec. 31, there are six reasons employees 
are eligible for paid leave up to two weeks, 
including caring for an individual who is 
quarantined or seeking a medical diagnosis 
for COVID-19 and caring for his or her 
child whose school or place of care is 
closed or child-care provider is unavailable 
due to COVID-19. 

If an officer or fire fighter gets COVID-19, 
that is covered under workman’s 
compensation, Mayor Conley said. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates asked who 
would cover the city if it is short and 
Mayor Conley said Belleville had mutual- 
aid agreements, but under the pandemic 
the number of calls tend to decrease. 

Voigt reported Director Luke said 
Sumpter’s calls have gone down 
precipitiously, but give it a couple of weeks 
and the domestic disputes will go up with 
people forced to be living at home together 
for so long. 

“We have not seen a reduction in calls,” 
said Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte, who 
works at the Northville Township Fire 
Department. “Our calls have gone up, for 
some reason.” 

Kobylarz said she talked to Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
and he said the call level has decreased by 
at least 26% in Van Buren Township and the 
City of Belleville. Van Buren Township’s 
emergency dispatch also serves Belleville. 

Kobylarz said the city doesn’t have a 
backup plan and would have to depend on 
mutual aid.

All patients are checked 
before entering the treatment room for 
temperature and given face masks. 

These people are keeping alive patients 
with end-stage kidney disease and for this 
we are eternally grateful. We send them 
our love and ask them to stay safe.

VB School Board hears 
report on teaching 
students at home

The Van Buren Public School Board of 
Education received a long report Monday 
on how the district is complying with state 
rules on teaching students at home so it can 
receive state aid. 

The meeting was held by way of zoom 
teleconferencing, with board members 
in their homes or other locations. It was 
announced there were ten members of the 
audience also in on the teleconference. 

Most of the two-hour meeting was 
spent listening to Curriculum Director 
Jeff Moore explain how the district was 
complying with the governor's order. 

He said per Governor Gretchen Whitmer's 
Executive Order No. 2020-35, school will 
be closed through the end of this school 
year ending in June. Instructional days 
will not need to be made up as long as 
the district follows the guidelines of the 
order, including creating a "Continuity 
of Learning" plan for the students for the 
remainder of the year. 

Director Moore said the plan, 
developed by a group from the district, 
will be submitted to the Wayne Regional

The COVID-19 numbers from the Wayne County Health Department for this area started with just “Belleville” rates and around the 
first of April started breaking them into Belleville, Van Buren Township, and Sumpter Township. The number designated “Belleville” 
has consistently been the highest and rising. Many people believe the total for 48111, as shown above, is the most accurate for the 
situation in the tri-community, since what’s on a driver’s license may or may not be the most accurate designation of residence. Also, 
the “confirmed” cases listed are only the ones that have been tested. 


Educational Service Agency on Friday and 
RESA will submit it to the state. As soon 
as it is approved it will be posted on the 
district’s web page, he said. 

He said the district has to make sure 
student learning continues to take place 
under a teacher or there is no funding. 

He said as part of the plan they will be 
distributing Chromebooks to students who 
need them in grades K-6. If other students 
in the home already have a Chromebook, 
the students will be asked to share. 

He said they also are buying “Stretch 
Learning” books that usually go out during 
the summer to keep the learning going. 

He said grades 7 and 8 already have 
Chromebooks, but they may not have 
internet at home, so paper packets will be 
distributed. 

Sean Garland said 277 Chromebooks 
will be handed out at Owen until all the 
Chromebooks are gone. Next Monday they 
will hand out the Chromebooks at Tyler. 
He stressed it is one per household and if 
you don’t have internet, don’t sign up for 
Chromebooks. He said the district will 
show families how to get low-cost internet. 

Moore said the grading policy is one 
of the requirements for the state plan and 
they will send out report cards at the end 
of the school year. He said K-4 will get 
cards marked “adequate progress,” “needs 
support,” or “not evident.” 

Students in grades 5-8 will get “pass” 
or no mark. At Belleville High School it 
gets more complicated. He said it entails 


average grade, essays or portfolios and 
other items, with credit or no credit for the 
semester. Also graduation requirements 
are being adjusted through the Michigan 
Department of Education. 

He said the state wants to make sure the 
students are engaged and the district is 
offering five days of personal development 
for the staff. He said every child will get a 
phone call from their first-hour teacher to 
find out how they are, if they have internet, 
and other questions. 

He said students will be taught full time 
in a virtual sense beginning next week 
with two lessons provided per week at 
a minimum. He said if a student is not 
participating, the student is referred to a 
committee who will look into it. 

He said they foresee needing Chromebook 
power cords in the future, at a cost of 
$5,400, and $24,500 for the Stretch 
Learning books for a total of $30,000 for 
this plan. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said this is an 
unfortunate situation, but it’s all across 
the nation with schools closed for the 
coronavirus. He said teachers like to see 
the gleam in a student’s eye when he learns 
something and this virtual education is not 
what they signed up for. But, they will give 
it the “old, college try,” he said. 

"[ think kids are tech-savvy and 
they’d rather be on a computer than in a 
classroom,” said Trustee Simone Pinter. “I 
think they'll do well." 

In other business at Monday's virtual 


meeting, the board: 

* Heard presentations on District Music 
Recognition by teacher Kathy Courter and 
Winter Sports Athletic Recognition by 
athletic director Joe Brodie; 

* Approved the employment of Samantha 
Meeker as a special education teacher at 
Owen Intermediate School as of Aug. 26; 

* Awarded the engineering design services 
contract for the roof-top unit replacement 
and control upgrades sinking fund project 
at Edgemont and Rawsonville elementary 
school to Integrated Design Solutions for 
a total award of $27,300, as presented. 
Director of Plant Operations Jim Williams 
said this project was planned through the 
sinking fund, but wasn't selected and now 
is going through the bond fund. The project 
will proceed once restrictions are lifted; 

* Awarded the technology design services 
contract also to Integrated Design Solutions 
for a lump sum of $150,000 for the 2019 
VBPS Bond Program. Rob Kakoczki of 
Plante Moran CRESA said IDS will work 
on the Early Childhood Center and the 
bond projects through all of the three bond 
series; 

* Heard Supt. Kudlak give a report on the 
Enhancement Education Millage proposal 
renewal that is expected to be on the 
November ballot. The first 2-mill, 6-year 
millage was approved countywide in 2016 
and expires in 2021. If it doesn't get on this 
year's ballot, it can't go on the ballot again 
until 2022 after it expires. It needs school

City Council, School 
Board hold virtual 
meetings on Monday 


Virtual meetings take a lot longer because 
every motion has to be voted on in a roll-call 
vote to make sure everyone is participating. 

On Monday, we had two, back-to-back, 
virtual meetings, with most of those 
involved participating from their homes. 

The Belleville City Council had a special 
meeting at 5 p.m. on a COVID-19 related 
business matter. Everyone on the city 
council was present on the screen except 
for Councilman Tom Fielder, who was 
participating by phone. 

Before the meeting, Councilman Ken 
Voigt showed everyone how to change their 
backgrounds and he changed his to have the 
seal of the City of Belleville behind him, 
which brought lots of compliments. That 
meeting had everyone able to talk freely. 

In the Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education virtual meeting at 7:30 p.m., 
Trustee Kelly Owen was frozen in place in 
her position on the screen a few times. But, 
former board president Keith Johnston was 
frozen in place a good deal of the time and 
was unable to voice a vote on one motion. 
Board members agreed Johnston would 
have agreed with the motion and went on 
with the meeting. 

Not a good idea. Trustee Johnston was 
a good sport about it and didn't complain. 
But, he was there and he should have been 
given a chance to cast his ballot, no matter 
the subject. Got to fix that before the next 
virtual meeting. 
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EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


A reader called and said he got a call 
from someone asking for his bank account 
information so he could get his check from 
the IRS. He knew it was a scam and did 
not provide any personal information. He 
wanted our readers to be aware there are 
scam calls. 

One of the Governor’s recent orders is 
no motorized boats on Michigan waters. 
Wonder how that’s going to go on Belleville 
Lake. We can’t have plants and seeds, home 
improvements, gardening supplies, golf, 
and heading to your cottage up north. Dear 
me. 

You'll notice that our local police 
departments have stopped doing traffic 
stops during the pandemic. I usually count 
them up and post them at the end of each 
dispatch log, but I don't have anything to 
count for the past few weeks. 

The Michigan Department of Health and 
Human Services recorded 5,929 deaths in 
March 2020. It also reported the average 
for March between 2015 and 2019 has been 
8,542 deaths. 

Many communities report that traffic 
crashes are down during the coronavirus 
mitigation, with crime down and 911 calls 
down. 

We received an update from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, Buffalo District, on the 
Luckey, Ohio FUSRAP cleanup that has 
been sending truckloads of contaminated 
soil to the hazardous waste landfill on the 
I-94 North Service Drive in Van Buren 
Township. 
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FUSRAP stands for “Formerly Utilized 
Sites Remedial Action Program” and 
this site was used by the Atomic Energy 
Commission between 1949 and 1958 and it 
was contaminated with beryllium, uranium, 
lead, radium, and other substances. 

The update says 30% of site excavation 
is complete as of March 27 and there have 
been 3,813 truckloads of soil — 63,924 tons 
— brought to VBT for disposal. 

A new bit of news is that starting this week 
they have to transport 1,537,209 gallons 
of contaminated water offsite that will be 
treated by the City of Toledo public-owned 
sewer treatment works. There was too much 
contaminated water for treatment on site, so 
some of it had to be transported off site. 

The U.S. Census Bureau reports that as 
of Saturday, the following percentages of 
residents had self-responded to the 2020 
Census. 

The State of Michigan as a whole had a 
response rate of 54.5%, and so did the City 
of Belleville, 54.5%. Sumpter Township 
had a response rate of 45.4% and Van Buren 
Township had a response rate of 54.9%. 

The ones who haven't responded so far 
will be contacted further by the Census 
Bureau, so it can get a real count. 

The deadline for filing for 34th District 
Court Judge and all the township elective 
positions in Sumpter and Van Buren is 4 
p.m., April 21.

My wife and I are doing okay 
and we have been very mindful to respect 
the precautionary guidelines. I appreciate 
the offering for help and assistance, but 
it is important that we allow distance in 
order to keep each other safe from unseen 
hazards. Those who are charged with the 
responsibility to handle these ordeals will 
be the ones to carry most of the weight. 
I never thought I would be thanking 
employees of grocery stores, restaurants, 
deliveries, etc. for their service. These 
really are unusual times. Thank you to 
everyone who continues to perform their 
duties and care for others. 

Our communities and municipalities 
were not prepared for a global health 
crisis. This brings forward a very important 
objective for our local leaders. If elected, 
I will prioritize in the formulation of a 
broad relief plan that can be implemented 
in case of any emergency that affects the 
public. We didn't expect the way this all 
unfolded, and we are still learning. We 
have to be prepared, but not only for this 
sort of event, because we can never know 
what circumstance may bring us hardship 
in the future. The current administration 
has been too complacent for too long. They 
have not been making the same progress 
as a new administration would in order to 
prove their efficacy to the public. 

I have no objections over Mary Ban's 
letter on behalf of Karen Armatis. I have 
heard Mrs. Ban served as a nurse for many 
years, and I have great respect for her. She 
was against the landfill, which was a deal 
I regard with suspicion. Very few people 
were in support of a landfill in our beautiful 
township. That is not something I would 
have supported, either. Now that it has been 
here, it is used to alleviate the very stressed 
budget. My goal is to cut expenses, which 
are heavily loaded into legal and attorney's 
fees, unnecessary departmental expenses, 
waste and abuse, and more than I can list 
here. By carefully budgeting our expenses, 
we should have no problem providing for 
our seniors and firefighters without added 
expense to residents. We don't have to go 
to the sky to get the pie, we can make it 
right here in Sumpter Township, and there 
is enough pie to go around for everybody. 

I will be turning my nominating petition 
and affidavit in to deputy clerk Anthony 
Burdick by mail per his request. I know that 
is not the ordinary process for submitting 
a candidate application, so please, Mr. 
Burdick, don't make my application 
disappear.

Grieving during the 
COVID-19 pandemic 


To the community: 

These are unprecedented times. As a nation 
we are fearful and anxious. We may be 
asking: Will this virus strike us or any of our 
loved ones? How long will we be impacted 
by it? When will we be able to go back to 
work? Will we still have a job after all of this? 

But we may also be asking: Will I be able 
to see my loved one again before they die? 
A friend / relative / loved one has died. How 
can I grieve when there isn’t a visitation or 
funeral that I can attend? A friend / relative / 
loved one died in the past. Why does my grief 
feel so much worse now than it did only a few 
weeks ago? 

As a Grief Counselor, I cannot answer the

questions from the first list, but can offer 
some suggestions that might be helpful with 
regards to the second list. The reality is that 
NO, with the current quarantine in place, 
we might not be able to see our loved one 
before they die, but the truth of the matter 
is that in life, we always run that risk. Our 
loved ones leave for work each normal day 
without an absolute guarantee that they will 
return home alive. We say goodbye to our 
parents or children after a visit not knowing 
with absolute certainty that we will see them 
again. Yes, it is unfair that due to this virus, 
our loved ones might not live and we might 
not be able to see them again, but we can 
love them. We can still speak to them on the 
phone. We can still write to them, and we can 
still pray for them. 

The next question is about grieving and 
paying our respects when there isn’t a 
visitation or funeral that we can attend. This 
is another unfortunate reality of the world we 
are currently living in. When state regulations 
restrict gatherings to 10 people at a time, 
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which makes it impossible to have a traditional 
gathering, our hearts and minds miss out on a 
very important step in the process of grieving 
and mourning. The act of gathering together 
helps us to begin the process of accepting 
the permanence of the death. When we are 
unable to gather, we must begin that process 
alone. It might help to rely upon photos of the 
deceased or on talking with others (via phone 
or internet) to tell stories about the deceased. 
Once the restrictions have been lifted, 
consider gathering as a group to celebrate the 
life of the deceased. 

Finally, what if your loss happened before 
this pandemic occurred, why might you be 
feeling the grief more intensely now than in 
weeks past? This can be for many reasons. 
The biggest one that I have seen recently has 
occurred after someone has lost a spouse. 
When there was a crisis, they had their spouse 
with them to help make sense out of the chaos. 
Without their spouse, they are left to figure

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VBT planners discuss change in Commercial zoning ordinance

At its regular meeting on March 11, Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
members briefly discussed proposed 
zoning amendments to Local Commercial 
zoning regulations. 

Although the wording in the present 
zoning ordinance is standing in the way of 
the Hampton Manor 84-bed assisted-care 
facility proposed for the southeast corner 
of Morton Taylor and Tyler roads, Vidya 
Krishnan of McKenna, the township’s 
planning consultant, said this change is not 
for this project. 

The several parcels proposed for the 
project are owned by Walter and Joyce 
Rochowiak, active community members. 
Walt Rochowiak is a former township 
board member and presently serves on 
the Water and Sewer Commission. Joyce 
Rochowiak serves on the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority. Together they run the Garden 
Fantasy business from their home, across 
the street from the property in question. 

“Recently while working on other 
ordinance amendments, it came to our 
attention that the C (Local Commercial) 
district has a footnote that regulates the 
size of any single-use building,” Krishnan 
said. 


“Typically, the size of a development 
in most districts is dictated by required 
setbacks, greenbelts, parking, storm water 
detention and other site-design standards 
in the ordinance that must be met. 

“The C district, however, has a limitation 
on the maximum building size for a single 
use. To our knowledge no other zoning 
district limits the principal-use building 
size. Building size limitations are only 
used to differentiate warehouses from 
distribution centers, accessory uses within 
a large industrial, or office-technology 
development, etc. 

“The intent behind this limitation in the C 
district was to restrict the traffic generated 
from any single commercial use. This 
standard was not intended for residential 
type uses in the commercial district. 
(emphasis by Krishnan) 

“The background and the intent was 
determined upon conversation with the 
planner who worked on the recent complete 
zoning ordinance update,” she wrote in a 
memo to the commission. 

“The C district currently allows for 
sit-down restaurants strip commercial 
buildings, professional medical and dental 
offices by right. These uses typically 
occupy a smaller footprint building but 
generate a significant amount of traffic and 
road trips.

"To address any concerns that the 
proposed amendment will result in an 
increase in traffic generated on a C parcel, 
we have provided an addendum showing 
trips generated by some of the uses 
allowable in the C district per the latest 
Institute of Traffic Engineers manual. 

"Based on the trips generated by 
commercial uses, the building size 
limitation for a commercial use is well- 
placed. However, such a limitation 
for a residential use is not practical or 
reasonable,” she said. 

“The current C district regulations have 
been part of the zoning ordinance for over 
a decade. The township zoning map has 
a handful of parcels zoned C and no new 
project has been reviewed on any of these 
parcels in a very long time. Therefore, 
when the ordinance was reviewed and 
updated a few years ago, the provision 
limiting building size was not scrutinized. 

"The intent of the amendment at this time 
is not to address a specific project, but to 
correct a requirement of the ordinance that 
is too generalized and inappropriate for 
general application," she said. 

“Typically when a new ordinance 
is adopted, we review the existing 
ordinance to check for any points of 
conflict and correct them. However, with 
a zoning ordinance spanning 348 pages, an 
occasional point of conflict is overlooked." 

She attached a proposed zoning ordinance 
update to be considered. 

Matthew Best, director of public service, 
said this is the first step in the process of 
deciding what to do about the ordinance. 

He said the planning commission would 
take no action today, but where there are 
gaps in information it should be pointed 
out and staff will find the information. 

A member of the audience, who is a 
neighbor opposed to the proposed assisted- 
care project, asked if after this discussion 
that evening, could this result in a change 
of the ordinance. 

Chairperson Carol Thompson said yes, it 
could work its way to an amendment. 

Krishnan said if the planning commission 
wants to change the ordinance, they 
will set a public hearing and the notice 
will be published in the Belleville-Area 


Independent, the newspaper of record. 

Chairperson Thompson said almost every 
time they do a change, something comes 
up and they have to take another look. She 
said it is not the staff's fault. She said there 
are hundreds of pages in the ordinance and 
they don't notice a problem until someone 
comes in and wants to do something. 

“We cannot always plan for every 

eventuality," Krishnan said. 

“Oh, I need to fix this so the project can 
go through. It's not that," Krishnan said.

districts in Wayne County with more than 
50% of the students to approve putting it 
on the county ballot and it will be on the 
agenda of the next school board meeting 
for Van Buren to decide. He said Detroit 
schools have 30% of the students and if 
they approve going for the millage, only 
17% more is needed. He said VBPS will 
lose about $300 per student if the millage 
is not renewed. The district received $1.6 
million in the past. He said charter schools 
are now eligible for the millage, as well, 
so the district's per-student amount will be 
down slightly from the current $360;

Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said the first week on the job he put 
together a plan. He said if his department 
of seven officers is down four, they would 
go to 12-hour shifts. 

"[f we get down to two officers, I've 
talked to Sumpter Township and Van 
Buren Township and the State Police and 
they would supplement us,” he said. 

He said, actually, Monday was the first 
day all seven Belleville officers were on 
duty. He said previously one was off on 
sick leave and one was quarantined after 
traveling overseas. 

Councilwoman Bates said the Family and 
Medical Leave Act has been expanded to 
include COVID-19. 

At this point, Councilman Tom Fielder 
made the motion to approve opting out 
and Mayor Pro Tem Marcotte supported. 
Fielder said this was so the motion could 
be discussed. 

Marcotte said he was not in favor of 
voting on this. He said it would discourage 
employees from taking care of a family 
member. 

“We don’t have a lot of people and a 
contingency plan is better,” he said, adding 
opting out is asking a staff member to come 
to work if a family member is infected and 
then infect the rest of the staff. 

"It's important the staff knows we support 
them," Marcotte said. 

“The optics aren't the greatest," Voigt 
said. “It makes us look like we don't 
support them." 

He said this wouldn't affect a paid-on- 
call fire department much. 

Voigt said if the city opts out, employees 
couldn't get the 80 hours of pay through the 
Act, but could still get the FMLA (Family 
and Medical Leave Act) pay on their own. 

“It depends on what bucket it's coming 
from," Conley said. 

“Is action required at this moment?" 
Fielder asked. 

" According to Mr. Hitchcock, if we don't 
act, we're in,” Kobylarz said. 

Voigt asked if they could wait and 
Kobylarz said, “If we wait until some 
person needs action ... It's better to act on 
it before waiting until somebody needs it." 

Marcotte said that the council has talked 


a lot about retention of officers and the 
council is at a point of not having offered 
hazard pay and this current issue is a net 
negative for retention. 

Chief Robinson said his department 
has all protocols and plans in place and 
being in the same room as a COVID-19 
positive doesn't mean you can just go into 
quarantine. He said if you start having 
symptoms, you contact the hospital and 
follow their directions that this person 
needs to be quarantined. 

“They could take off and I can't afford 
to have two officers off for the next two 
weeks," Chief Robinson said. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger asked if there 
wasn't a rule that officers can't take off for 
the Strawberry Festival and he was told it's 
in their bargaining agreement. 

"Can't we do that?" he asked. 

“No,” said Chief Robinson. He said he 
had one officer on sick leave and one in 
quarantine from a trip and he finally has 
those two back. He said it was difficult to 
have double coverage from 8 to 4 and it 
was hard on the officers. 

“Td like more information on this," Voigt 
said. “I’d be in favor of tabling... I don't 
have a problem with opting out as long 
as we have a way of helping officers with 
COVId-19.” 

Marcotte said there are gray areas and he 
would rather not vote that evening and wait 
to see if they can work out something. 

Chief Loranger said the fire department 
has a lost-wage rider on its insurance and 
“a couple of times it has gone unpaid and I 
would like to see that [coverage] continue.” 

Kobylarz said the city has Provident 
Insurance with Burnam Flower and she 
just was able to get a copy of it. 

Chief Robinson said sick duty is under 
worker’s comp even though the officer 
could have got infected on the job or in the 
grocery store on the way home. 

“They need to know they’re taken care of 
if anything happens,” Mayor Conley said. 

Kobylarz pointed to No. 5 on the 
Employee Rights list that said employees 
are entitled to two weeks off with pay in 
case the child-care center is closed and 
every one with a child would be affected 
because child-care centers are closed. 

Mayor Conley said it affects all children 
under 18 and she thinks some should be 
able to take care of themselves at that age.

“We have several employees with children 
under the age of 18,” Kobylarz said. 

Chief Loranger said there is only one on 
his department that has children under the 
age of 18. 

“I have no problem opting out as long as 
we have some kind of plan to cover these 
folks,” Voigt said. 

“Tf they are told by a doctor to quarantine, 
they’re covered,” Chief Robinson said. 

Marcotte said the employee would have 
to choose whether to take care of the 
family or to get paid and everyone has 
bills to pay. If they come to work, they 
expose everyone, he said, noting some are 
asymptomatic while carrying the virus. 

Chief Loranger said he was playing the 
devil’s advocate in pointing out fire fighters 
never get workman’s comp. Councilwoman 
Kelly Bates said the governor’s executive 
order says now it must cover that. 

“It’s different when you're in the line of 
duty," said Mayor Conley. "You're made 
whole." 

Marcotte said if the employees are made 
whole then the leave for family members 
could have a written agreement. He said 
he wouldn't want all seven police officers 
leaving. Marcotte noted the executive 
order covers part-time fire fighters. 

Chief Robinson said he has talked to all 
members of the police department and, 
“All members of the police department 
understand it. It’s crystal clear on how 
anybody would be taken care of.” 

Mayor Conley said she wants to make 
sure they don’t have to worry about that 
and there should be something in writing 
to tell that to the groups. 

Voigt asked how long it takes to get 
workman’s compensation and Mayor 


Conley said it usually isn’t long and the 
employee doesn’t go without being paid. 
“That’s my experience as well,” Kobylarz 
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said, adding, “What I’m hearing is that 
opting out is acceptable and you prefer we 
meet with the union to negotiate No. 4 and 
5” on the Employee Rights list. 

Voigt noted that the Department of 
Public Works employees also are essential 
personnel and should be included. 

Councilman Fielder said there should be a 
document or letter that covers these issues 
and it be shared with all departments. 

It could be a letter of agreement, Mayor 
Conley said. Or, a memorandum of 
understanding, Fielder said. 

Kobylarz said it could say the city is 
paying for their workman’s compensation. 
She said the Employee Rights information 
was sent to all employees and is posted in 
the building. 

Fielder said the city has to make sure it 
has adequate staff and to do everything it 
can to make the employees whole. 

The previous motion to approve was 
amended to “table” the issue and that 
was seconded, and passed. The decision 
on opting out was put off until next 
Monday's meeting when a memorandum 
of understanding would be available.

In the April 9 edition of the Independent, 
on page three, it was stated that 34^ District 
Court Judge David Parrott “... also had 


a misdemeanor drunk driving charge in 
Manistee County on Christmas Day 2018 
and that conviction has been appealed 
to the Michigan Court of Appeals with a
